Madrid, Feb. 28. The King recovers his Strength 
every Day, and affifted on the 21 ft Inftant at the 
Prayers of 40 Houts that were performed in the 
Chapel of the Palace. In the Evening there was a 
reat Ball at Court, at which their Majefties, the 
Prince of Afturias, andthe Infantes were prefent. 
Orders have been iffued for fending fome Men of 


War to cruize towarde the Weft Indies ; there be- 


ing Advice, that feveral Privateers with Imperial 
Colvan are failed that Way, and that the Englifh 
had committed Hoftilities in thofe Seas, having ta- 
ken a Patache or Packet-Boat which failed from Ca- 
dix for Vera Cruz. At the fame time they weze 
informed, that fome Spanifh Ships had taken cight 
Englifh Veffels. They write from Lisbpn, that 
the King has given the Government of Mazagan 
on the Coaft of Africa, to Don Duarté Sodré Pe- 
reyra, formerly Governour of the Ifland of Made- 
ra. Don Juan Cardofo Caftello, Vicar-General of 
the new Patriarchate ef Welt Lisbon, hasreceived 
his Bulls from Rome, by which he is created Titu- 
lar Archbifhop of Lacedemon, and Suffragan to 
the Patriarchate.
